Our  New  Middle  School  is  M.A.G.I.C.

The  2000-01  school  year  marks  a  new  beginning  for  Balmoral  Hall's  Middle  School 
with  the  Grade  6  students  joining  the  Grade  7  &  8's.  The  M.A.G.I.C.  in  Middle  School 
is  in  our  design  of  a  comprehensive,  balanced,  and  interrelated  academic  program. 
Here,  our  students  can  develop  the  confidence  and  self-esteem  they  need  to  make 
wise  choices  and  to  evaluate  information  critically  within  a  safe  and  supporting 
environment.  Individual  talents  can  be  nurtured  and  students  can  begin  to  relate 
the  experiences  of  the  classroom  to  the  realities  of  the  world  around  them.  It  is  in 
this  stimulating  environment  that  our  young  women  make  the  connections  they  need 
academically,  socially,  and  emotionally  to  continue  as  successful  learners. 

The  Middle  School  program  utilizes  a  team  approach  to  support  and  guide  students 
as  they  make  the  transition  from  the  security  of  Junior  School  to  the  independence 
inherent  in  the  more  specialized  approach  of  Senior  School.  Our  teaching  team  gradually 
introduces  the  students  to  the  different  subject  specialists  while  at  the  same  time 
providing  homeroom  advisors  for  each  student.  This  promotes  a  more  coherent  and 
personalized  approach  to  teaching  which  connects  students  not  only  to  their  teachers 
but  creates  a  learning  community  where  students  from  all  over  the  world  can  join 
together  in  an  educational  environment  that  encourages  effort  and  excellence. 

Our  Middle  School  promotes  a  global  educational  program  that  uses  the  philosophy 
of  the  International  Baccalaureate  to  build  its  curriculum  model.  While  insisting  on 
the  thorough  study  of  various  academic  subjects,  Balmoral  Hall's  Middle  School 
accentuates  the  interdependence  of  all  subject  areas  and  advances  a  broader  view  of 
a  well  rounded  education.  We  focus  on  developing  the  students'  approaches  to  learning 
such  as  getting  organized  and  participating  actively  in  the  learning  process.  This 
focus  on  student  centered  learning  is  at  the  heart  of  our  educational  philosophy  and 
is  embedded  within  and  across  all  the  subject  areas. 

Students  are  prepared  for  the  skills  that  they  need  for  the  Manitoba  curriculum  and 
for  the  Senior  School  Advanced  Placement  Program,  as  well  as  other  curriculum 
frameworks  from  around  the  world.  At  each  level,  students  encounter  challenging 
activities  which  build  on  their  previous  knowledge.  Each  of  the  subjects  addresses  all 
dimensions  of  learning,  including  knowledge/understanding,  thinking  skills,  communication 
and  application.  Technology  is  integrated  into  all  of  the  subject  areas  through  our 
multimedia  lab,  IBM  lab  and  our  Alpha  Smart  (introductory  laptop)  program. 

Balmoral  Hall's  Middle  School  is  an  exciting  and  enthusiastic  hub  of  activity.  Students 
are  actively  involved  in  all  aspects  of  school  life  whether  it  be  in  the  academic  program, 
clubs,  community  service  projects,  sports  teams,  or  house  activities.  There  are  many 
leadership  experiences  as  well  as  opportunities  to  enter  more  fully  into  the  excitement 
of  the  arts.

Schedule  scrambling  commenced, 
alumnae  and  overseas  parents  consulted, 
and  in  April  of  2000  the  benefits  of  a 
Balmoral  Hall  education  were  being 
shared  on  the  other  side  of  the  world. 

Colleen  McGuinness  '67  is  one  of  our 
committed  alumnae  who  shared  with 
us  her  expertise  acquired  after  years  of 
organizing  trade  delegations  between 
Vancouver  and  China.  Through  her 
connections,  an  introduction  was  made 
with  representatives  of  the  New  Century 
School  located  in  mainland  China,  a  visitors 


visa  secured  for  Claire  and  a  day  trip  to 
the  school  arranged.  Colleen  went  on  to 
educate  us  on  cultural  differences  to 
ensure  that  we  were  knowledgeable  on 
the  formalities  this  special  visit  required. 

Prior  to  our  arrival  in  Hong  Kong,  the  Tse 
Family  and  daughter  Kelly  '00  (home  for 
Spring  Break)  spent  hours  on  the  phone 
tracking  down  alumnae  in  Hong  Kong. 
Upon  our  arrival,  Mrs.  Tse  guided  us  through 
our  visit  and  provided  translation  assistance 
during  our  alumnae  and  parent  reception. 
The  Tses  shared  with  prospective  families,

And 
that  is  how  I  began  a  similar  speech  I  gave 
at  Shizuol<a  Eiwa  Jokakuin  School  in  Japan 
which  I  attended  for  3  months  last  year.  I 
knew  I  wanted  to  go  to  Japan  the  minute 
I  heard  about  the  exchange  program  with 
our  sister  school. 

When  my  flight  landed,  excitement  and 
nervousness  took  over  as  I  was  thrust  into 
the  arms  of  the  Japanese  family  with  whom 
I'd  be  staying.  Despite  their  efforts  to  make 
me  feel  at  home,  I  became  quite  homesick 
my  first  week.  But  as  the  days  went  on, 
things  got  much  better  I  started  to  get  the 
hang  of  speaking  in  Japanese  and  quickly 
discovered  that  the  way  people  really  talked 
with  each  other  in  Japan  is  quite  different 
than  anything  I  had  learned  in  class. 


Life  in  Japan  was  very  enjoyable.  I  became 
very  close  to  my  homestay  family  and  went 
on  wonderful  trips  to  Tokyo  and  Mount 
Fuji.  I  participated  in  the  school's  cultural 
and  sports  festival  with  my  homestay  sister 
Yuki,  and  really  began  to  feel  like  I  belonged. 
I  even  began  to  enjoy  the  new  foods  like 
octopus  and  seaweed.  One  day,  I  realized 
that  I  could  understand  a  whole  conversation 
between  Yuki  and  her  friends. 

Now,  instead  of  counting  the  days  until  I 
could  go  home,  I  was  sad  to  leave.  On  my 
way  back  to  Canada,  I  looked  out  the  airplane 
window  at  the  country  which  had  been  my 
home  for  three  months  and  my  thoughts 
were  very  different  than  when  I  had  first 
arrived.  I  might  not  miss  the  crowded  transit 
buses,  having  the  strictest  homeroom 
teacher  at  Eiwa  or  cleaning  the  school 
everyday  after  class,  but  I  do  miss  the  new 


friendships  I  made  in  Japan.  I  also  realize 
that  I  had  not  only  learned  to  appreciate 
a  completely  different  way  of  living,  but 
also  to  appreciate  everything  I  have  here 
in  Canada.

An  except  of  Sami  Jo  Small's  address 
at  Closing  Exercises 

I  am  the  goaltender  for  Canada's  national 
hockey  team  that  just  recently  won  a  World 
Championship,  but  I  am  not  just  a  goaltender 
or  a  hockey  player.  I  am  also  an  engineer, 
a  painter,  an  advocate,  a  daughter,  a  teacher, 
a  student  and  a  girlfriend,  just  as  you  are 
not  just  graduates  of  Balmoral  Hall.  Take 
a  philosophy  class,  learn  to  sew,  learn  to 
work  with  sheet  metal,  learn  to  dance, 
expand  your  horizons  for  it  is  in  doing 
what  you  are  not  gifted  at  that  you  truly 
learn  about  yourself.

In  a  matter  of  hours,  I  had 
to  decide  whether  to  return  to  the  safety 
of  my  scholarship,  or  forgo  the  academic 
year  to  live  out  any  hockey  player's  dream. 

The  Olympics  were  amazing!  I  can  now 
say  that  nothing  is  too  big  to  dream  about. 
Whether  it  is  the  Olympics,  the  moon,  or 
Carnegie  Hall,  continue  to  dream! 


Like  you,  I  was  fortunate  to  have  graduated 
from  a  small  institution.  After  so  many  years, 
it  was  really  hard  to  say  goodbye,  but  six 
years  later,  despite  living  all  over  the  globe, 
some  of  my  best  friends  are  those  from 
high  school.

An  excerpt  of  the  address  by  Claire  Sumerlus,  Head  of  School  -  June  15, 2000 


At  Balmoral  Hall  School  we 
believe  that  students  must 
become  life  long  learners. 
We  have  been  focusing  on 
teaching  students  the  skills 
of  "Learning  How  to  Learn," 
"Learning  How  to  Relate," 
and  "Learning  How  to 
Choose."  We  have  also 
defined  excellence  as  the 
"habit  of  self  assessment 
and  self  improvement." 


Dr.  H.  Stephen  Glenn  talks  about  the 
"Significant  Seven"  life  skills  that  our  girls 
will  need  to  lead  successful,  happy  lives. 
They  need  to  develop  the  perceptions  that 
they  are  capable,  they  are  significant  (their 
life  has  meaning  and  purpose),  and  that 
they  have  power  and  control  over  what 
happens  in  their  life.  The  girls  also  need 
to  develop  interpersonal  skills,  intrapersonal 
skills  (they  have  self  discipline  and  self 
judgement),  systemic  skills  (they  can  move 
from  home  to  school  to  work  and  live  within 


these  different  systems),  and  judgement 
skills.  At  Balmoral  Hall  we  provide  an 
environment  that  fosters  these  perceptions 
and  skills  and  are  confident  our  graduates 
have  learned  these  valuable  lessons. 

G.  Murrell-Wright,  the  first  Headmistress 
of  Balmoral  Hall  School  (1950)  and  deacon 
of  the  Anglican  Church  had  these  words 
to  say  to  a  graduating  class: 
"I  could  be  thinking  of  world  leaders  at  a 
Summit  Conference,  of  those  who  have  set 
the  pace  in  various  aspects  of  scientific 
discovery;  of  leaders  in  the  field  of  art, 
music  or  literature,  but. .  .it  seems  best  to 
speak  about  our  leaders.  My  thoughts  are 
not  limited  to  our  prefects,  class  presidents, 
team  captains,  etc.  It  is  not  easy  to  be  a 
good  leader.  Too  often  it  involves  a  struggle 
between  principle  and  popularity,  but  a 
real  leader  will  hold  fast  to  that  which  is 
good  even  if  the  road  is  rough.  I  commend 
you  girls  who  have  faced  the  challenge  of 
leadership  this  year  and  feel  confident 
that  your  experiences  will  prove  useful. 


Many  of  you  seniors  are  realizing  that  you 
have  reached  the  top  of  the  school  ladder 
and  must  step  soon  with  confidence  I 
hope,  on  the  lower  approaches  of  a  new 
climb.  If  Meliora  PeteA?s  (Seeking  Better 
Things)  has  meant  something  to  you,  the 
road  will  nearly  always  be  uphill,  but  you 
will  keep  on,  and  so  will  we." 

Graduates,  you  are  now  joining  the 
ranl(s  of  a  very  special  group  of  people. 

You  are  now  officially  Balmoral  Hall  School 
Alumnae.  We  hope  you  will  continue  to 
love  the  school  and  want  the  best  for  it. 
Balmoral  Hall  is  much  richer  because  of 
our  traditions,  heritage,  staff,  student 
body  and  help  from  our  parent  body, 
Board  of  Governors  and  alumnae. 

As  Albert  Einstein  said  in  1936  "Education 
is  that  which  remains  when  one  has 
forgotten  everything  she  learned  in 
school."

Imagine  the  positive  impact  on 
our  community  if  everyone  made  a  gift  from  their  estate  to 
their  favourite  charities.

In  response  to  alumnae  requests,  student 
interest  and  the  commitment  of  our  Head 
of  School  to  showcase  our  heritage,  the 
first  display  case  (and  hopefully  one  of  many 
to  come)  is  now  filled  with  the  memories 
and  traditions  of  our  past.  Our  first  display 
focuses  on  the  history  of  the  School, 
beginning  with  the  founding  of  Havergal 
College  in  1901,  through  the  years  when 
Rupert's  Land  and  Riverbend  School  were 
flourishing,  and  on  to  the  union  of  those 
two  schools,  which  brought  about  the 
creation  of  Balmoral  Hall.

A  Message  to  the  Class 
of  2000  from  the  Riverbend 
Class  of  1937 

Five  "Old  Girls"  held  a  reunion  in  March 
in  Victoria.  Since  the  grade  twelves 
that  year  numbered  only  eight,  the  five 
pictured  on  the  sofa  represent  60%  of 
the  class.  We  challenge  the  Class  of 
2000  to  reach  60%  attendance  at  their 
reunion  in  2063! 

We  attended  the  school  before  it 
changed  its  name  to  Balmoral  Hall.  In 
the  days  of  Riverbend,  there  were  fewer 
buildings  but  more  spacious  lawns.  Our 
classroom  was  in  the  white  house,  in  a 
large  sunny  room  which  had  once  been 
the  dining  room.  Our  uniforms  were 
short  navy  blue  serge  tunics  worn  over 
pale  blue  cotton  shirts.  Black  stockings 
showed  off  our  shapely  legs.

Canadian  History 

From  its  humble  beginnings  in  1901, 
Balmoral  Hall  has  had  a  hand  in  the 
education  and  personal  development  of 
some  of  Manitoba's  leading  citizens.  The 
telling  of  its  history  is  the  telling  of  the 
development  of  Winnipeg  and  Western 
Canada.  For  the  School's  Centennial  in 
2001/02,  Balmoral  Hall  plans  to  publish 
a  book  detailing  our  history. 

Current  Senior  3  (Grade  1 1 )  students  will 
be  in  their  graduating  year  in  2001/02,  and 
will  take  on  different  parts  of  the  project 
as  part  of  their  Canadian  History  course. 
Students  will  choose  to  interview  alumnae, 
illustrate  Winnipeg  and  Balmoral  Hall 
history  through  photography,  graphic 
arts  or  multi-media,  research  historical 
references  in  various  archives,  or  be  part 
of  the  publishing  process  through  writing, 
editing  and  formatting.  A  local  heritage 
consultant,  Mr.  Murray  Peterson,  will 
conduct  the  project  in  collaboration  with 
our  history  teacher,  Mrs.  Teresa  Friesen. 

Mr.  Peterson  joined  us  in  early  September, 
providing  two  Senior  3  classes  with  an 
introduction  to  the  project  and  oral  history 
in  general.  This  will  be  followed,  once  per 
cycle,  by  a  series  of  lectures  on  the  history 
of  Winnipeg  and  Western  Canada,  and  how 
to  successfully  complete  an  oral  history 
project.  Alumnae  will  be  invited  into  the 
classroom  to  provide  students  with  the 
opportunity  to  practice  what  they  have 
learned  and  to  hone  their  interviewing  skills. 

Early  in  2001 ,  students  will  contact  alumnae 
and  complete  the  interviews.  The  students 
will  then  organize  the  taped  interviews, 
index  them  and  deposit  a  copy  in  the 
Balmoral  Hall  School  archives.  At  the  same 
time,  the  consultant  will  assist  them  in 
preparing  a  finished  compilation  of  excerpts 
of  theses  interviews  for  publication  as 
well  as  for  addition  to  the  School's  website. 


Using  material  from  the  students  and  his 
own  research,  the  heritage  consultant  will 
write  the  text  and  select  the  photos  and 
images  to  be  included  in  the  book.  The 
research  component  of  the  project  will 
continue  until  the  finished  book  is  sent  to 
the  printer  by  September  1 ,  2001 .  Writing, 
editing  and  design  of  the  book  will  begin 
in  February  2001. 

This  is  a  unique  opportunity  to  introduce  a 
fascinating  part  of  Canadian  history  to  young 
people  and  have  them  participate  in  all 
aspects  of  the  project.

Usually,  when  I  am  present  at  a  Heritage 
Committee  meeting,  for  whatever  reason, 
I  find  myself  reminded  of  Virginia  Woolf's 
A  Boom  of  One's  Own.  However,  at  the  last 
Heritage  meeting  in  May,  I  began  thinking 
about  Alice  Walker's  In  Search  of  Our 
Mothers  Garden.  Anything  Walker's  mother 
planted  grew,  and  her  fame  as  a  grower  of 
flowers  spread.  People  used  to  come  to  her 
mother's  garden  to  be  given  cuttings  from 
her  flowers.  Over  and  over  again,  praise 
showered  on  her  because  whatever  rocky 
soil  she  landed  on,  she  turned  into  a  garden 
-  a  garden  so  brilliant,  with  colors  so  original 
in  its  design,  so  magnificent  with  life  and 
creativity  that  "to  this  day  people  drive  by 
that  house  in  Georgia  -  perfect  strangers 
and  imperfect  strangers  and  ask  to  walk 
or  stand  among  her  mother's  art." 
Walker's  mother  was  involved  in  work  her 
soul  must  have,  and  the  Art  that  was  the 
result  of  her  toil  was  also  her  gift  to  a 
legacy  and  heritage. 

As  we  move  towards  the  Centennial  of 
Balmoral  Hall,  the  restoration  of  Aikins 
House  has  become  a  reality.  Walls  have 
been  painted  in  colors  which  illuminate 
the  warmth  of  the  House;  the  windows

surrounds  the  House.  The  hardwood  floors 
have  been  redone  to  perfection,  and  rugs 
are  being  laid.  The  furniture  -  from  the 
Dining  Room  table,  to  the  Library's  double 
pedestal  desk,  to  the  Drawing  Room's 
Jacobean  chair  -  all  the  furniture  has 
been  refinished  and  reupholstered,  making 
it  very  inviting  to  sit  and  have  tea.  And  let 
us  not  forget  the  beautiful  artwork  found 
throughout  the  House  -  all  of  which  has 
been  repaired  and  restored  -  giving  a 
sense  of  priceless  and  timeless  beauty. 
The  portrait  of  James  Aikins,  which  has 
also  been  redone,  resides  in  the  House, 
overseeing  the  work  that  has  so  far  been 
accomplished  and  reminding  us  why  this 
restoration  is  so  important. 

Jane  Austin  once  said  history  is  not  what 
you  thought;  it  is  what  you  can  remember. 
Whether  from  Havergal,  Rupert's  Land, 
Riverbend,  or  Balmoral  Hall,  we  remember 
Aikins  House  as  being  our  very  first 
school,  a  residence  for  Headmasters  and 
Headmistresses,  a  home  for  many  students. 


and  a  meeting  place  for  all.  To  new  students 
of  this  fall,  or  students  from  any  one  of 
these  schools,  Aikins  House  is  a  link  for 
the  past,  the  present,  and  the  future.  It  is 
a  history  built  on  knowledge  and  memories, 
and  a  history  that  is  still  being  written. 
The  Heritage  Committee  ensures  this. 

Although  there  is  still  much  work  ahead 
before  the  Centennial,  the  accomplishments 
achieved  by  the  Heritage  Committee  would 
not  be  possible  without  the  generosity 
that  has  been  received  through  donations, 
participation,  and  time  devoted  to  this 
project,  which  brings  me  back  to  Alice 
Walker.
